Sen. Richardson Introduces 
Bill On Moral Instruction 


Senator H. L. “Bill” Rich¬ 
ardson (R-19) Arcadia, this 
week announced his intro¬ 
duction of Senate Resolu¬ 
tion 202 relating to moral 
instruction in public schools. 

Richardson said, “The 
Constitution of the State of 
California provides that the 
Legislature is to encourage 
by all suitable means the 
promotion of moral improve¬ 
ment.
